tn mid-January 19592 the Central Motor Repair Plant at the Schung mine (approxi- 

mately YD-404533) near Tongam<mydn (125-7, 39-20) (YD-4057), staffed with 

290 men and under the Munitions Bureau of the Rear Department of the North 

Korean. Army General Headquarters, was principally repairing vehicles of the <- 
536 Unit of the Mmitions Bureau and Vehicles of units other than the 536 

Unit with the approval of the Bureau. The pliant was repairing approximately 

35 vehicles each day. The factory's manufacturing section, in the coal pits 

throughout the mine area, were producing some vehicle parts... 


In November 1951 the Central Motor Repair Plant at Yongsng (125-47, 39-07) 
(yD+133) moved to the Ochung mine and merged with the Suman Machine Manufacturing . 
Worksl there to form the present repair installation. In January 192 this plant 
was staffed with more compe tent technicians than most other North Korean factories. 
Colonel KIM Chae<ho (4 “AY ), 39 years old, and director of the former Sunan 
manuracturing, plant, ea e ding officer of the repair facilities, and 0 YSng-~ 
sén ( a K_% ), 45 years old and director of the former Central Motor Repair 
Plant Yongsong, was deputy commanding officer of the repair facilities.

Plant employees, restricted at all times ta the plant compound, were wearing 
North Korean army wmiforms with rank insignia.

One guard room was at the msin entrance 


to the plants; a second room was at the plant's side entrance. 


The plant's gee ert section employed 6 men; the general affairs section, 11;

In January 1952 minor locomotive repair work using equipment moved in August i

of this equipment. The equipment included seven lathes, two drills, two welding 
machines, three grinders, a tire polishing machine, an electric welding machine, 
a planing machine, a pipe cutting apparatus, an air hammer of one-half of one 
ton, @ gun metal cupola, a small blower, and two cranes, one of five tons and one 
of one ton.
